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Team lauds Kingdom's progress 

U.S. likely to amend 
alien corruption act

RIYADH. Nov. 29 — Congress will 


amend the Foreign Corrupt Practices Act of 
1977 by February or March. Rep. Joel 
Pritchard. R-Washington. told a group of 
American businessmen here Sunday. 
Although he didn't detail the changes that 
would be made, Pritchard indicated that they 
would offer some relief to American 
businessmen. 

The act is widely hated by American 
businessmen overseas because they believe it 
places them at a tremendous disadvantage 
when competing against businessmen from 
other countries, while failing to accomplish 
what was intended. 

Pritchard admitted that the act incorpo- 
rated** fuzzy American thinking at its worst". 

“One of the worst things is the title," he 
added. “It‘s awfullv hard to vote forcorrup-

ROME, Nov. 29 (AFP) — me effects of 
recession have now spread even as far as the 
so-called underground or black economy in 
Italy which, when it was discovered some 10 
years ago. was seen as the explanation for the 
mysterious strength of Italian industry. 

The Social Study Center known as Censis 
has commented in its 1 5th report that current 
confusion in the economy partly reflects the 
need for a pause 3fter excessively fast growth 
and structural change. 

The institute's summary of the last 10 years 
points to contradictory phenomena. On the 
one hand Italy has consolidated its position in 
international trade raising its share from six 
percent in 1971 to 7.5 percent this year 
thanks to ‘'Japanese style” growth. 

On the other hand the country has not gone 
far enough in redrawing its structure and 
developing new strong industries, preferring 
instead to consolidate its exports of tradi- 
tional ** Made in Italy” goods such as kid:-- . 
ware, clothes, dico rations and cars. 

But the failure to look for new ideas in 
these sectors is partly responsible for a total 
of 100,000 lay-offs in the textile industry. 
The auto, steel and chemical industries are in 
deep trouble, and the so-called industrial 
triangle in Northern Italy is slipping deeper 
into crisis. 

Censis said this is the logical consequence 
of uncontrolled evolution , and the institute 
pointed to three broad phases of develop- 
ment since the beginning of the 1960‘s. 

First, there was a period of fun prosperity 
when the economy was organized around big 
companies in key sectors. In 1 960 the merger 
between lontecatini and Edison created 
Montedson which became the eighth biggest 
chemical company in the world. Meanwhile 
Fiat became a world known name. 

Toward the end of the decade this kind of 
development was halted by objections from 
students and workers. But between 1970 and 
1978 the economy continued to grow as a 
whole range of industries began to boom in 
medium sized towns. 

With this development came the birth of 
the undergound economy, involving work in 
the home or in small workshops operating 
inofficially but more or less openly. Censis

Pritchard said that modifications to the 
Foreign Corrupt Practices Act had already 
passed the Senate and are bound for House of 
Representatives. He wasn’t sure what exact 
changes would be made, since the house 
would certainly make some modifications of 
its own. he said. 

Pritchard said he was convinced that relief 
was forthcoming, noting that the Reagan 
administration strongly favors it. A U.S. gov- 
ernment interagency group on export disin- 
centives has estimated the minimum losses 
attributable to the act to be SI billion. 

Pritchard and five other congressmen who 
are members of the House Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee of International Trade and 
Commerce visited Saudi Arabia for two days. 
They spent Saturday in Dhahran. where 
Aramco gave them an air tour of the oil fields 
and facilities. Sunday they breakfasted with 
American businessmen and visited Oil Minis- 
ter Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani. 

The other congressmen were George 
Crockett, D- Michigan; Arlen Erdahl, 
R- Minnesota: Daniel Mica, D- Florida: Toby 
Roth, R- Wisconsin; and Robert Shamansky, 
D-Ohio. 

Of the six congressmen, only Pritchard had 
previously visited the Kingdom. Asked their 
impressions. Shamansky said, “I've never

Debris litters capital 

Syrian car blast 
kills 64; 135 hurt 


DAMASCUS, Nov. 29 (R) — A car bomb 
erupted in the crowded heart of Damascus 
Sunday, killing 64 people and wounding 135, 
the Syrian government reported. An official 
spokesman issued the casualty figures as 
firemen and rescue teams struggled to 
remove bodies crushed under debris in the 
bustling AJ-Azbakiya quarter of tbe Syrian 
capital. 

Rescuers commandeered private cars and 
trucks to rush victims to hospitals from the 
Azbakiyah district where the booby-trapped 
auto exploded near an army recruiting 
center, the witnesses said. 

“This is a very crowded area, in which one 
has to walk shoulder to shoulder with people 
passing by,” said a longtime resident of the 
Syrian capital who viewed the explosion's 
aftermath. 

Witnesses said the driver of the bomb car 


was apparently among the killed. 

In Beirut a group calling itself the Front for 
the Liberation of Foreigners from Lebanon 
has claimed responsibility for a string of 
blasts against Syrian and Palestinian targets 
in Lebanon. 

The call came to the Beirut offices of the 
French news agency. Age nee France Prcsse. 

In calls following the explosions in Leba- 
non, tbe persons making the calls said the 
group's goal was to drive the Palestinians and 
Syrians from Lebanese soil. 

The Syrians have a 22,000-strong peace 
keeping force in Lebanon policing the after- 
math of the Lebanese civil war that ended in 
late 1976. 

Other bombings have hit the Syrian capi- 
tal, the most recent being in the first week of 
October when two people died and several

King receives 
U. S. congressmen 


RIYADH. Nov. 29 (SPA) — King 
KhaJid Sunday received at his office here a 
number of U.S. congressmen, currently on 
a visit to Saudi Arabia. The audience was 
attended by Defense and Aviation Minis- 
ter Prince Sultan. 


TOKYO, Nov. 29 (R) — Japanese Prime 
Minister Zenko Suzuki is expected to 
announce a major reshuffle of his 21- 
member cabinet Monday Liberal Democratic 
Party ( LDP) sources said Sunday. They said 
up to two-thirds of the cabinet would be 
moved to new jobs or dropped. 

The post of foreign minister, currently held 
by Sunao Sonoda, is expected to go either to 
LDP Secretary General Yoshio Sakurauchi, 
69, or Tokusaburo Kosaka, a 65-year-old 
businessman turned politician. ' 


But finance minister Michio Watanabe. 58, 
and Economic Planning Agency head Toshio 
Komoto, 70. are expected to retain their 
posts in the shake-up which was planned 
partly to end in ter- ministerial squabbling 
over new trade measures. 


Administrative Management Agency chief 
Yasuhiro Nakasone, 63, is expected to con- 
tinue in charge of administrative and finan- 
cial reform on which Suzuki, 70. has staked 
his political future. 


ALGIERS. Nov. 29 (R) — French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand flies to Algeria 
Monday for a two-day visit which both sides 
hope will lead to closer political ties. Bitter 
memories of the eight-yeaT guerrilla war that 
led up to Algeria's independence in 1962 
have previously hindered progress toward 
reconciliation between France and its former 
colony. 

While France has remained Algeria' s main 
trading partner, there has been a deep politi- 
cal gulf between the two countries. 

But since taking office in May, Mitterrand 
has made it clear that closing the gulf with the 
fellow- Socialist government in Algiers is a 
key aim of his administration. 

Visiting Algiers in August, External Rela- 
tions Minister Claude Cbeysson saidq; 
“ From the point of view of political ideas, the 
Socialist majority in France is very close to 


Widows’ wranglings keep man’s body in cold storage 


NAIROBI. N»’V. 29 (AFP) — For more 


tnan a month, me body oi a Kenyan ViF has 
lain in cold storage in the Nairobi mortuary 
while his two widows wrangle over where it 
should be buried. At first glance, the quarrel 
seems petty — if undeniably macabre. But 
the issue has become something of a Cause 
Celebre in Kenya, and the attention given it 
throws powerful light on the cultural conflicts 
that exist in this, one of the most Westernized 
of Afircan states. 

John Godhard Mburu was government 
commissioner for Kenya's western province 
when he died, in his late 5 Vis, on Oct. 27 in a 
Nairobi hospital after a four-month illness. 
Bom in the Murang a district of central 
Kenya, he had become a wealthy man, with 
farms in both the West and center of the 
country. 

Along the way. Mburu married Carmelina 
Ngami in 1953. but the couple remained 
childless and separated in 1963. Mburu s 
Kikuyu people — the Kikuyu dominate 
Kenya's political scene — place a high value 
on children. 

Later, he married Mary Nduta. and they 
had six offspring. 

When Mburu died, his first wife and his 
elder brother said Mburu' s father had wished 
for him to be buried alongside the father, on 
land now owned by the brother in Murang’ a. 
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Thi* course by some readings of Kikuvu cu<~ 
'toniary law,' would have strengthened any 
claims by the brother and first wife on 
Mburu' s property. 

The second wife said he should be interred 
at a farm where they had lived for a time at 
Mbaruk. near Nakuru iri the Rift Valley pro- 
vince. This, it appeared, would bolster the 
claim of his children to the Mburu estate. 

Each wife filed a petition in tbe high court 
temporarily barring burial in the other s cho- 
sen site, and Mburu’s body languished in the 
morgue with police guarding it against any 
would-be body-snatchers. 

The dispute burst into the open during 
November, in a series of well-publicized 
hearings during which Kikuyu elders, called 
to the stand to establish tribal custom, tes- 
tified to such esoterica as the fact that Kikuyu 
people used to throw bodies oat into com- 
munal land for hyenas to munch on. 

Roman Catholic clergymen were also cal- 
led. including a bishop who spoke uncom- 
fortably of the sensitivity of the case, 
admonished reporters from the stand not to 
misquote him and was in turn warned by the 
judge not to embarrass tbe church. Mburu 
and his first two wives (it appears he later 
took another) were Catholics. 

In many African contexts, it is Western 
tradition with its generation-to-generation 
system of inheritance that takes the part of 
children against the father’ s brothers, who by 
tribal law are often considered the rightful 
heirs. 

In this case, however, the tables were 
turned. Bishop Caesar Mary Gatimu testified 
that Carmelina. the first wife, was Mburu' s 
legitimate spouse, thus supporting her case 
and that of the brother. The second wife, 
Mary, countered that the church bad at least 
partly accepted her union with Mburu by 
allowing her to take communion and by giv- 
ing him the last rites. 

Justice J.M. Gachuhi, faced with what 


. seer^d an irretrievably complicated muddle. 
. ‘.aroc up with a Solomonic decision last Fri- 
day. 

The judge ruled that while Mburu should 
be buried at Murang' a, his district of origin, 
he should not lie on his brother’s land but on 
.his own 23-acre plot. The judge said he was 
disregarding the possiblity of a curse the 
brother said the father had invoked before his 
death should family members be buried else- 
where. 

Tbe judge also stressed that he was not 
ruling on any questions of succession, leaving 
the ^ay open for the second wife and ber 
children to pnrsue the inheritance. 

Mb urn’s remains were to be buried on a 
date to be set later. As of Sunday, the body 
was still in the mortuary, officials there said. 

But the Mburu story still bad one more 
twist to take. Sunday's Nation newspaper 
reported that Mburu had been named in a 
divorce suit filed by the first husband of the 


woman described in court as his third wife, 
Helen Omoka. She filed for divorce in 1 979, . 
but her husband filed -a responding petition 
saying she committed adultery with Mburu in 
1975. 

Another j udge ruled earlier this month, the 
paper said, that she would be granted a no- 
conditions divorce from Omoka in January. 
Neither judge's decision seems to cut to the 
heart of the matter — the contrasting forms 
of traditional and church-state marriage and 
their relative importance. 

Perhaps, observers note, this is because 
Kenyan society, like that of other African 
countries, recognizes both but has yet to find 
a way to fully reconcile the African past with 
the Westernized, yet still African, present.

Saudia sets performance record 


BAHRAIN, Nov. 29 fR) — Three Gulf 
countries including Bahrain, Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait are considering building a $600 
million plant here to process heavy fuel oil 
into lighter and more valuable products, a 
spokesman of the Ministry of Industry said 
Sunday. 

Studies were formally inaugurated over the 
weekend for the heavy oil conversion com- 
pany, owned 4U percent by Bahrain and 30 
percent each by Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. 
The plant would process up to 80.00U barrels 
per day of heavy fuel from refineries in the 
three countries and elsewhere in the Gulf into 
naphta, kerosene, diesel fuel and other pro- 
ducts. 

Oil would be brought to Bahrain by tanker 
and pipeline.

I Ever since the Iranian revolution came to power the government, 
’■ or what appears to be a government, has been professing a .strongly 

■ anti-Israeli policy and calls for concerted efforts to liberate the

At the same time the government has confessed that it was acquir- 

■ ing arms and ammunition regularly from Israel, its declared number 
one enemy. The Speaker of Parliament Rafsangani officially 

i announced recently that Iran was buying arms from Israel to con- 
; tinue the war against Iraq. He could not have lied about it because the 
;• flights of Iranian-hired planes loading arms in Israel have been 
I common knowledge for quite some time. 

So how can any Arab or Muslim take Iranian declarations seri- 
ously? They claim to be intent on liberating the occupied lands from 
Israeli control. Yet at the same time they have a close liaison with 
- Israel by buying arms from it and helping its tottering economy with 
massive injections of cash. Israel thus benefits three ways. It obtains 
hard currency for its weapons, helps a Muslim country fight a Muslim 
state and weakens the Arab Muslim front against it in the process.

4 Unlikely 5 Soviet invasion presents Europe with security dilemma

WASHINGTON - 

For over 30 years the Western Alliance has been 
obsessed with combating an unlikely threat with an 
incredible defense. 

At no time since the establishment of NATO 
have militaiy or intelligence experts rated the pros- 
pect of a Soviet military invasion as anything but 
remote. Originally, the milhaiy buildup in Europe 
was designed to be a “modest shield," as George 
Kennan put it, behind which recovery could take 
place. At the hearings on the North Atlantic Treaty 
held in the spring of 1949 John Foster Dulles, then 
serving as Senator from New York, summed up the 
prevailing view: “I do not know of any responsible 
high official, military or dvflian...in this govern- 
ment or any other government who believes that 
the Soviet now plans conquest by open military 
aggression.” 

Today Soviet capabilities to mount an invasion of 
Europe are no doubt greater than in the past, as 
former U.S. Secretary of Defense Harold Brown 
stated in his final posture statement. But, he added, 
“I doubt that we would have to contend with such 
an assault as a bolt out of the blue.” Even strong 
advocates of a buildup of U.S. military forces, such 
as Paul Nitre, rate a Soviet invasion as “unlikely” 
but worry that the Kremlin could use the theoretical 
-capability of launching such an attack as blackmail. 
John M. Collins, a self-styled “conservative critic of 
defense” at the Library of Congress, says “ I believe 
the likelihood that Soviet Union wfll attack West- 
ern Europe. ..in the short-term or even mid-term 
future is extremely remote." 

* So for almost two generations the NATO 
Alliance has been beset by schizophrenia. The 
actual military threat against which the allies con- 
tinue to arm ts rated low; yet military planning 
conventionally addresses capabilities, not inten- 
tions, which after a H can change. 

The military problem is the theoretical possibility 
•that the Soviet Union with its large standing army 
could launch hundeids of divisions across the Elbe. 
The problem has no satisfactory solution, but the 
whole NATO panoply, including the U.S. divisions, 
the U.S. “ guarantee" and endless public discussions 
.such as Secretary of State Alexander Haig's dis- 
closure of NATO's “nuclear warning shot” 
strategy, are all designed as an elaborate insurance 

policy. 

The trouble, however, is that the premiums have 
become much too costly — not only because the 
monthly payments threaten the economies of the 
members, but because the payoff looks increasingly 
dubious. Nuclear” defense” is a sham, since the use 
of the weapons, with or without neutron warheads, 

■ will destroy that which is to be defended. A conven- 
tional defense is certainly more rational than a suic- 
idal nuclear defense, but the most a conventional 
defense can do, assuming the Soviets make an all- 
out attack, is to delay their progress and to establish 
the political environment for a settlement. Given 
•the nature of modem weapons, a short conven- 
tional war — 10 days, six weeks or whatever — 
would also devastate much of Europe. Why the 
combatants would be willing then to display the 
reasonableness that seems to elude them now in a 
time of peace is not clear. 

For the Europeans and the Americans to have a 
big enough conventional force to raise the “nuclear 

■ threshold." the industrial states would have to be 
prepared for a sacrifice of social spending beyond 
anything they have yet instituted and to introduce 
.permanent conscription on a massive scale. 

While Ronald Reagan is pleased to proceed with 
the former, he is reluctant to institute the latter — 

■ fo r the very good reason that in the United States 
conscription amounts to a popular referendum on 
-foreign policy. In Europe, cutting government 


benefits such as social security and health care 
benefits that have been offered since Bismarck's 
time is politically dangerous even for conservative 
governments. Europe's only sure defense is peace, 
and that is why there is a huge peace movement on 
the. continent. 

The fundamental contradictions in NATO 
strategy explain why for more than 20 years so 
many weapons issues — the skybolt missile, the 
multilateral force, neutron bombs, cruise missiles 
— have been highly divisive. 

There are no good security answers for Europe 
within the present conceptual framework. The 
allies have used weapons issues as metaphors, and 
in the process much of the discussion has the 
appearance of a charade. When such German lead- 
ers as the conservative Christian Democratic Franz 
Josef Strauss say to the Americans that the alliance 
must not weaken in its resolve to use nuclear 
weapons in Germany, it is not that they wish to mm 
their country into radioactive wasteland. All they 
mean is that the fiercer the threat, the better the 
deterrent. 

Whether that was ever a prudent defense policy is 
questionable, but it is manifestly imprudent now 
that the Soviet has the capacity to match the West's 
nuclear weapons. When the risk of war by miscalcu- 
lation was less than it is now, irresponsible state- 
ments about nuclear weapons were less dangerous. 
The rise of antinuclear sentiment in Europe reflects 
a growing sense that with resspect to defense 
strategy, the emperor has no clothes. 

There are some fundamental problems with exist- 
ing theories of strength through deterrence. The 
deterrence system rests on assumptions about 
human nature that probably are wrong; For exam- 
ple. that leaders with a finger on the button will act 
rationally under conditions of ever-increasing 
threat. Because of creeping technology, a deterr- 
ence system based on an elusive “balance" is inher- 
ently unstable; every weapons laboratory develop- 
ment. real or imagined, has a potentially destabiliz- 
ing effect on the relationship. 

A security system is likely to be more stable if it is 
based on positive incentives to keep the peace 
rather than on threats. But we win be living under a 
security system based largely on deterrence for a 
long time to come, if only because the leading 
nations have invested so heavily in it, and because 
the smaller nations have aped the great powers in 
designing their own security arrangements. 

But it is essential to build a deterrence system on 
strength, not weakness. A strategy based on nuclear 
weapons in which the public quite properly has little 
confidence divides the society and invites outside 
pressure. Nor does a society become strong by sac r 
rificing growth, innovation and the soundness of its 
. economy to an endless arms race. 

The failure of the United States to manage its 
economy has shaken confidence in American lead- 
ership around the world. If the richest society in the 
world cannot manage its own affairs, how can it 
defend others? 

The Soviets pose a potential military threat that 
seems increasingly implausible. If the Kremlin can- 
not successfully control Eastern Europe with milit- 
ary force or pacify a poor country like Afghanistan, 
why would they think that they could successfully 
occupy Western Europe? 

But high interest rates in the United States, to 
take one important example, are threatening Euro- 
pean economies now. Part of the premium the 
Americans and Europeans are paying for the milit- 
ary security system are the adverse economic con- 
sequences that affect them both. 

If there should develop a genuine fear of a Soviet 
invasion in Europe, the only workable deterrent 
would be to create the impression in the minds of 
Soviet leaders that the invading or occupying troops 
face the same prospect that has kept them out of 
Yugoslavia and, so far at least, Poland; The pros- 
pect of Permanent popular resistance. The stronger 
the society in real terms — in its ability to manage its' 
economy, to build popular solidarity, to arrange a 


secure resource base — the more credible such a 
prospect becomes and the less inviting a target it 
makes. 

Much of the so-called “pacifism" in Europe is 
based on a growing conviction that (tiling up mflit- ’ 
■ ary hardware that cannot be used^yirhdot destroy- 
ing the user does not add to natidhal strength. 

In the United Slates, America ns have fallen Into 
the trap of measuring increments of strength in 
dollars. By diverting scarce resources to the milit- 
ary, successive U.S. administrations seriously 
weakend the American economy and damaged its 
educational system and resource base. 

When Americans demand the Europeans 
increase their military expenditures by some arbit- 
rary percentage, typically the call to sacrifice is 
defended not as a means of delivering a radically 
different military reality, but as one that wiS over- 
come the competitive advantage Europe and Japan 
have had by virtue of their relatively low military 
expenditures over the past two decades. 

A much greater danger to the West than the 
unlikely Soviet invasion is an internal political, 
economic and moral crisis. Such weakness could 
indeed play into the hands of the Soviet Union. 

If in a time of slow growth the European democ- 
racies are unable to deal with the historic-structural 
problems they face, they run the risk of the same 
sort of social dissolution that caused the fall of 
France in 1 940, when it boasted the largest army in 
Europe. A dynamic Europe that is modernizing its 
institutions, managing its economy and establishing 
mutually advantageous relations with resource- 
producing countries, has little to fear from Soviet 
intimidation. In the test of nerves against which 
Americans are supposedly arming, economic and ' 
political strength are far more important weapons 
than more hardware. 

If a society is not prepared to surrender, then it 
cannot be intimidated. If it looks strong internally 
and demonstrates high morale and vitality, it is less 
likely to be tested. 

The whole “blackmail' theory needs a hard look. 

It is not clear why the Europeans — who have been 
living 10 minutes away from Soviet city-destroying 
weapons for 20 years — should suddenly cave 
because the Soviets have new weapons capable of 
making the rubble bounce. It is not clear what the 
Soviets could blackmail the Europe into doing: 

Leaving NATO? It is more credible that some 
European governments will leave NATO because 
Americans have scared them away than because of 
a stiff note or nasty phone call from Moscow. 

Keeping Solzhenitsyn off television? That’s what 
one distinguished exponent of the ■ Finlandization 
thesis once argued to me. Is the fate of Europe 
going to hang on a question like that? . 

Reducing the industrial states of Europe to 
economic vassals? West Europe's proposed 
increased dependence on the Soviet Union for 
national gas constitutes far more leverage than does 
the SS-20s. Unless the Soviets are prepared to 
invade Europe — and reduce to cinders the very 
assets they would hope to take — then the black- 
mail threat is not credible, provided the internal 
economic and social strength of the continent is 
maintained. 

The greatest threat to the capacity of the West to 
solve its security dilemma is the crippling 
psychological mood of the moment, based on the 
growing apprehension that nuclear war is inevit- 
able. In the United States, a recent Gallup Poll 
showed that 47 percent of the population believes 
that a nuclear war within 10 years is either “fairly 
likely’ or “very likely” and the overwhelming 
majority believes that their chances of personal sur- 
Mval in such event are no better than 50-50. In 
Europe the apprehension of nuclear war is even 
greater. 

A security system in which the people to be pro- 
tected have so little faith represents a serious vul- 
nerability. The gathering pessimism is a consequ- 
ence of the breakdown of negotiations and the 
attempt by the Reagan administration to make the 
deterrent credible by dramatizing the prospect of 


actually fighting a Harked nuclear war. Because of 
the inherent insolubility of the military security 
problem, there is nfcw an ktcrtarixtg^d^gV fiL a 
serious split berwe$ft.the U.S. and Europe anoa 
i breakup of the aliitiaw at exactly the moment it Is 
* most nefetfed. T ^ . * 

The security ojaidffi available to Eurdpefo such V 
situation are unsatisfactory. In the wake o f a j»l* 
lapse of NATO, any accommodation with the 
Soviet Union would be on distinctly less advantage- 
ous terms than could be negotiated as a U.S. ally. A 
decision to build up European nuclear forces would 
neither end the arras race nor the growing popular 
revulsion against nuclear weapons which every 
Western government must now confront. All it 
would accomplish would be to insure an even grea- 
ter Soviet nuclear threat against Europe under cir- 
cumstances in which the Soviets might well be 
tempted to exert pressure on European govern- 
ments. 

The outlook and strategy of the Soviet Union cun 
be tested by serious negotiations. It is now clear 
from eight years of SALT negotiations that agree- 
ments must be simpler, more comprehensive, and 
more quickly negotiated than in the past. A licensed 
anus race under which some systems are controlled 
while others leap ahead is not a practical policy. 

It would be most welcome if the Kremlin were to 
accept President Reagan's offer to trade a promise 
not to deploy the Pershing II and cruise missiles in 
Europe for the dismantling of all the Sovier inter- 
mediate range missiles in Europe. Everyone on 
both sides would be safer if such a deal could be 
struck. 

If the president wants significant reductions of 
nuclear weapons of all ranges, than a good starting 
point would be a freeze on the testing and deploy- 
ment of all nuclear weapons deJjvejy systems, which 
would include both strategic and European-theater 
nuclear weapons. The freeze, which could he for a 
specified period, say four years, could be verified by 
national intelligence means. The conventional 
argument that a freeze would preserve a Soviet 
advantage in Europe is not persuasive for two 
reasons. 

Firet, there never has been a “balance" of land- 
based middle-range weapons, and*the U.S. aban- 
doned the efforts to create one 1 5 years ago whe n it 
removed the tost of the old-style intermediate- 
range rockets. If the NATO-assigned Polaris sub- 
maries are included, not to mention the French and 
British nuclear forces, there are enough 
European-based nuclear weapons to create the 
near-certainty in the minds of the Soviet leaders 
than an attack on Europe would result in the devas* 
tanon of their homeland. The only" balance” of anv 
significance is whether the capacity for retaliation 
exists on both sides. 

Second, a four-year freeze would benefit the 
West. After all, it is the Soviets who are puffing in a 
new missile every few days, not the U.S. Indeed, it 
now appears that for technical reasons it may he 
almost three years before the first U.S. missiles 
amve. It may well he that for political reasons they 
■will never arrive. Without a freeze, the Soviets will 
be further ahead than ever. 

Sooner or later the United Stales, if it is really 
interested in arms reduction, will have to demons- 
trate its commitment to Europe by trading some of 
the cards u holds, such as forward bases, fur (he 
elimination of the Soviet nuclear threat against

RIYADH — - Local contributors fill am 
essentia] role in Radio .Riyadh's European 
Services, and more are continually sought to 
originate material for broadcast and as 
announcers. 

“Fra always glad to interview people who 
want to participate m broadcasting, provided 
they have something to contribute,” says 
Norman Perry, an 11-year veteran of Radio 
Riyadh. “I never turn away anyone . who 
wants to be tested for suitability,*' he says. 
The European Service of Radio Riyadh is 
broadcast in English from 2 p.m. to 4 pan. 
and from 8 p.m. to midnight ..daily on the 
shortwave frequency of 11.855 khz. A 
French language broadcast occurs for the two 
hours starting at 6 p.m. - 

Many of the non-medical segments of the 
broadcast are created in the Kingdom, espe- 
cially Islamic programs. Some of these 
include “Islam and the Future,” “Islamic 
Concepts and Challenges,” and 4 * On Islam ” 
Numerous other programs axe created in 
the Kingdom, including such topics' as sports, 
art, drama, news, medicine, .and variety. 
There are quiz programs geared -to women 
and to children is audiences. 

Perry, familiar to most of the Kingdom as a 
news announcer on Saudi Arabian television, 
notes that the English-language services 
strives to give as broad a range, of program- 
ming as possible during the 42 ; hours per 
week it is on the air. 


“New ideas are very hard to come by," be 
says. “ We’ll always listen to a new idea." 

. Perry holds auditions of the studios here 
for applicants on Thursday mornings only, 
due to the busy recording schedule. He seeks 
those with previous experience for fuS-dme 
positions, and “looks kindly'' on those who 
seek part-time work who have experience or 
to whom broadcasting comes naturally. 

Many of the part-time staff now working at 
the station had worked elsewhere in broad- 
casting Linda Fairbrother, host of “The Chat 
Show " worked as a freelance reporter for the 
BBC in England. Amy Wong, producer of 
“Food, Health and Home” worked in 
broadcasting in Taiwan. Liz Bataineh, who 
creates the weekly children’s program as well 
as “Artists and their Art," worked for two 
years at Radio Doha. Arlen Child, who puts 
together the country and western music seg- 
ments, broadcast for a year with Radio Sri 
Lanka. 

With applicants of such diverse back- 
grounds as can be found in Saudi Arabia, a 
firm command of English becomes another 
important criterion. Perry says. 

Not all who wish to contribute to Radio 
Riyadh programming needs to speak on the 
air. Perry points out chat the station has 
begun supplementing its output of drama, 
usually such classics as the works of Thomas 
Hardy, Jane Austin or Charles Dickens, by 
material written locally. 

Already the station has recorded half-hour 
plays by Riyabd authors using as a cast people 
with experience in local theater groups. With

the broadcast of the first play, the station will 
solicit more manuscripts. 

There are still ocher ways for the commun- 
ity to become involved with Radio Riyadh. 
Uz Bataineh likes to have children of ages 
four to 14 in the studio when recording the 
children's program. Though recording usu- 
ally occurs during school hours, teachers who 
want their class to be on the radio can call the 
studio to arrange a different recording time. 

Of course, the Radio Riyadh English Ser- 
vice also has requests and dedications for pop 
songs on its M CaD the Tune' 1 program. 
Hosted by Leila Turjomao, the highly- 
po pillar prorgam is aired for 45 minutes twice 
a week. Turcoman, a Saudi who speaks fluent 
English due to being raised in the United 
States, has been with the station since 1971 
and is “one of the mainstays," says Perry. 

Radio Riyahtfs European Service is“ most 
definitely different" than that of Radio Jed- 
dah, Perry says. But the two often swap prog- 
rams. Jeddah Radio, being nearer to the 
Islamic Universities in Makkah and 
Medinah, is able to find for more contributors 
for Islamic Programming, while Radio 
Riyadh has more access to popular music. 

The full news broadcasts, are carried simul- 
taneously on Jeddah and Riyadh Radio. Simi- 
larly, the two stations carried an English- 
langauge commentary by Riyadh's David 
Dixon during the telecast of the Saudi- 
Kuwafri soccer match. And during the tele- 
cast of the England- Hungary match, the 
English commentary was split off and carried 
by radio. An Arabic commetnary, by former 
BBC Arabic Service Sports commentator 
Akram Saleh, was substituted for television 
viewers. 

In the future, Riyadh Radio will expand to 
cany full individual programs in the English, 
German, Spanish and French languages. 
Perry believes. The signals will also be broad- 
cast by powerful shortwave transmitters to be 
heard worldwide. Perry notes that Radio 
Jeddah is already received on short wave by 
listeners around the world. 

Radio relay 
by satellite 
helps animals

LONDON — Conservationists and wild- 
life enthusiasts win be pleased with a new 
technique that uses a satellite to track and 
protect endangered species. The National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration in 
Washington, D.C, is using transmitters 
attached to sea turtles to identify feeding, 
nesting and mating areas. Information on the ' 
location of the turtle, beamed from the 
transmitter to a satellite, will help in manag- 
ing and protecting the species. 

The satellite has great advantages over a 
person in tracking the animal. It operates 24 
boors per day, follows the turtle wherever it 
may go — into a swamp, under logs, through 
mud, and does not upset the animal's natural 
migratory habits. 


Jazz revival is planned 


Famous musicians join in an effort 
to immortalize traditional sounds

LOS ANGELES (LAI) — It has often 
been, said that jazz, and the legacy of its 
greatest creative artists lias had the good for- 
tune of being passed along from one genera- 
tion i to the next through the medium of 
phonograph records. The definitive improvi- 
sations of early masters, even the subtler 
nuances of compositions and arrangements 
that have been imperfectly documented on 
paper, would be lost — but thank s to the 
constant reissuing of works that go back more 
than 60 years, we still have our aural-history 
books. 

Is this enough? If not, can a viable recon- 
struction be devised, one through which the 
young musk: student in the 1980s can be 
exposed to a reasonably authentic sight- 
and- sound version of de velopments that took 
place decades before he was born? 

Recently a group of musicians here, meet- 
ing to ri»«*-ns» common interests, came up 
with an idea, one rhat is not without prece- 
dent but has never yet been realized on a 
continuous basis. The 'triumvirate mainly 
responsible for the decision are of saxophon- 
ists William “Buddy" Collette and Jackie 
Kelso, and the former bandleader Jonny 
Otis, who in recent years has not- been active 
in music. 

“We sat around rcminisemgT Otis said, 
“ and it occurred to us that in our age bracket 
— iati> 50s, early 60s — we are the last wave 
of the guys who had a foot in that great era of 
tie big bands. We got a taste of that honey; 
Jackie played in Lionel Hampton’s, band in 
the '40s, Buddy was in any number of bands 
all the way back to 193 9, .and I bad my own 
band starting in the mid-' 40s. But suddenly it 
all came to a crunching halt, and despite all 
the talk you hear nowadays about the return 
of the big bands, the time, they represented 
wfll npt come back. 

“We reflected on the European tradition, 
which left so much great music that Is still 
being played by orchestras all oyer the world. 
But we have our own classics too, and the 
nature of Afro- American classical music — 
that feels better to me than using the word 
j an 1 - is the ad lib solo element, which is lost 
except for the relatively small number of 
records. 

“ Suddenly it dawned on us — why not put 
together a black heritage ensemble, to con- 
vey this cultural tradition, live before and*-' 
encerin concert halls, on television, ai festi- 
vals?”

Heritage list 
will catalog 
world wonders

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — When 
the ancient Greeks cataloged the wonders 
of the world, they listed seven — of the 
seven, only the pyramids of Egypt survive. 
The pyramids now are on a long — and 
growing — list of natural and manmade 
wonders, the world Heritage List com- 
piled under the auspices of UNESCO, the 
U.N. Scientific, Educational and Scientific 
Organization. 

The world Heritage List, which includes 
112 shes.and monuments in more than 33 
countries, was established by the world 
hcritagae convention of 1972. 

Signatories are invited to nominate sites 
or works of “outstanding universal 
value” - These may include nature or wild- 
life preserves, geological formations, 
archeological finds, buildings or raonu- 
' mental works of art and sculpture. 

The great Barrier Reef in Australia, the 
head-smashed- in Bison Jump in Canada, 
West Germany’s cathedral, France's Fon- 
tainebleau Chateau, the ruins of Qnirigua 
in Guatemala, the Medina ' in Fez,. 
Morocco, and the ruins of KHwa Kisiwam 
and of Songo Nmara la Tanzania are 
among 26 sites added to the list last 
month. 

Sixty-one countries have signed the 
international agreement to - cooperate in 
preserving significant natural and historic 
rites. Among the nations which have not 
signed the convention are Great Britain, 
the Soviet Union and China.

Exiled group warns 
of Seychelles coup

LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP) — Another 
attempt wQJ be made to oust the Socialist 
government of the Seychelles despite last 
week’ s unsuccessful attack on the islands by a 
force of foreign mercenaries, a spokesman 
for the organization reportedly behind the 
operation was quoted as saying Sunday. 

British newspapers quoted Paul Chow. 
London spokesman for the Movement Pour 
la Resistance, as saying his group would try 
again to dislodge the regime of President 
Albert Rene and “restore democracy" in the 
Seychelles. He did not say when the fresh 
coup attempt would take place. 

Chow was quoted as saying the strike 
Wedoesday by a multinational force of mer- 
cenaries was organized by a group of wealthy 
Seychelles exiles. 

The coup was foiled when the infiltrators’ 
weapons were discovered and some of them 
fled to South Africa in a hijacked plane after 
a gun battle with Seychelles troops. Chow 
said the group had “no association what- 
soever” with the government of South 
Africa, where the mercenaries were repor- 
tedly recruited. Two years ago. Rene accused 
South Africa of trying to topple him. 

** Our movement is made up of Seychellois, 
the majority of the people on the island who 
have been forced into exile by the oppressive 
regime of Albert Rene; Chow said in a state- 
ment. 


Chow said the movement had members in 
Britain, South Africa and the United States, 
charging Rene's government has been 
responsible for a wave of repression and 
brutality. But there were no links with any 
government, he said. 

Chow also denied char former Seychelles 
President James Mancham was involved in 
the coup although he was the movement's 
first choice for leader. Mancham, deposed in 
1 977 when Rene took over and now living in 
London, confirmed last week that he had been 
approached to back the coup but declined to 
become involved, 

Zimbabwe’s .biggest-selling newspaper. 
The Sunday Mail, meanwhile charged white- 
ruled South Africa with seeking to establish a 
Bantustan puppet state through the abortive 
mercenary-backed coup on the Syechelles 
islands. 

The newspaper, in an editorial, said the use 
of white mercenaries “is a new form of colo- 
nialism designed to install and maintain pup- 
pet governments in Africa.” 

The mercenaries sought “to remove the 
true leaders of Africa and replace them wirh 
black lackeys and lick- spittles,” the pro- 
government paper commented. The Mad cal- 
led on black African states to “pool then- 
resources with a view to exterminating the 
despicable vermin, mercenaries, from 
Africa." 


Former U.K. diplomat 
admits ties with spies 


LONDON, Nov. 29 (R) — The Sunday 
Times said that a retired British diplomat 
had acknowledged having links with East 
European intelligence officers in the late 
1950 but said he gave no secrets away. The 
newspaper quoted Edward Scott as saying 
he was trapped into his East European con- 
tacts through an affair with a Czechoslovak 
housemaid at the British security men until 
1 969, eight years after he left the diplomatic 
service. The SundayTimes said, and was 
never prosecuted although be had expected 
he would be. 

In interviews with the newspaper, Scott 
said he was only technically a spy. He gave 
no secrets away and in fact had strung his 
contacts along, leading them to believe he 
would eventually be a useful spy. 

The case is the latest in a series involving 
security which have caused a row in Britain. 
The Sunday Times revealed this month that 


Leo Long, a retired film company execu- 
tive, had confessed he spied for the Soviet 
Union while working in British intelligence 
during World War IL 

Long was part of a spy ring operated by 
Anthony Blunt, later an art adviser to 
Queen Elizabeth, who confessed to the 
British intelligence services in 1964. 

Neither Long nor Blunt was prosecuted.

Six shot to death in Miami 


MIAMI, Florida, Nov. 29 (AP) — Police 
found six persons shot to death, apparently 
with automatic weapons. Saturday night in a 
fashionable suburban home, they said. 

An anonymous caller told Dade County 
police that the persons, including a baby, 
were dead at the house in the King's Court 
subdivision in southwestern Dade County, 
spokesman Dave Graveline said. 

Officers found six bodies there shortly 


after that call. Raveline said. Graveline would 
not comment on the report that a baby was 
among the dead. 

“We discovered the bodies of six' Latins," 
he said. “We're not identifying the six or ages 
as vet. No drugs have been found on the 
scene. They apparently died earlier in the 
day.” 

According to the police spokesman, auto- 
matic weapons were found strewn around the 
ranch-stvle home. 

El Sal 
vador. Nov. 2* J — Underground leaders of 
the Democratic Revolutionary Front, meet- 
ing in a well- fortified guerrilla camp, say their 
fight to- overthrow the Salvadoran govern- 
ment is advancing "uncontainably." 

They spoke to foreign correspondents at a 
ceremony marking the anniversary of the 
assassinations of six front leaders who were 
found dead after being kindnappeU last year 
during a news conference in San Salvador, 
the capital. 

Responsibility for the deaths of the six. 
who included Enrique Alvarez Cordova, 
president of the front, was claimed by a 
paramilitary organization, the Maxim ilia no 
Hernandex Brigade, named for a general 
who violently crushed a 1932 peasant upris- 
ing. 

The front is a coalition that represents five 
Marxist guerilla groups and non-violent lef- 
tist foes of El Salvadors United States- 
backed ruling junta. 

At the ceremony Thursday, somewhere in 
San Vicente Province, the rebels denied gov- 
ernment claims that its troops had complete 
control of this country of 4.8 million people. 
Eduardo Callcs. vice president of the front, 
rejected the battle front death tolls issued by 
the army officials as exaggerated. "They are 
really carrying out the war on paper." he said. 

Others at the ceremony were Saul ViJlaJia. 
Marta Gladis Toledo. Raul Miner©, Manuel 
Quintanilla and Arturo Gonzalez, identified 
as members of the front's executive commit- 
tee. It had been generally believed that at 
least some of them had gone into exile. 
Also present were several unidentified guer- 
rillas in charge of rebel operations in this 
central regions of the country.

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Small party holds balance 

Muldoon to stay despite rebuff 


WELLINGTON. Nov. 29 (Agencies) — 
Prime Minister Robert Muldoon insists that 
he has a mandate to stay in office despite a 
rebuff from New Zealand's voters in a gen- 
eral election that reflected disillusionment 
with the major parties. 

The 1.8 million voters Saturday failed to 
give an overall majority to any party, produc- 
ing the first hung parliament in more than 60 
years and giving the balance of power to the 
small Social Credit League. 

Muldoon’s conservative National Party 
had its seats cut from 50 to 46. The opposi- 
tion Labor Party, which needed a swing of 
only one percent to take power, managed 
only a net gain of four seats and now has 44.

Social Credit retained its two seats. 

An extended period of political instability 
and uncertainly seemed inevitable, and 
commentators predicted a new election 
within a vear or 1 8 months. The closest elec- 
tion result in New Zealand 1 s modem history 
topped off a -traumatic year during which a 
South African rugby tour provoked unpre- 
cedented divisions through! the country. 

Despite the apparent political deadlock. 
Muldoon argued strongly that he bad a man- 
date to continue in power. He ruled out any 
accommodation with Social Credit, saying 
“ we’ re still the government. Nobody's going 
to talk to anybody.”

parliamentary sessions because its speaker did 
not have a deliberative vote. Muldoon. how- 
ever, said he was taking Social Credit at its 
word that it would not go against the govern- 
ment in money supply bills or a vote of confi- 
dence. 

He announced that he did not intend to C3ll 
parliament together until next May as 
scheduled, but Labor Party leader BUI Rowl- 
ing said Muldoon must convene it earlier to 
obtain a mandate to govern. The prime minis- 
ter said he would press ahead with major 
foreign-financed energy projects although 
these are opposed by Social Credit. 

The already unstable situation could 
become even more uncertain in the next few 
days. Three seats were held with majorities of 
less than 100 and the results in these areas 
could be overturned after the counting of 
absentee votes, which officials said could take 
nine days or more. 

The National Party won two seats by 
razor-thin majorities of 16 and 44. Voles by 
New Zealanders overseas could give these 
seats to the Labor Party, and thus give the 
two parties the same number of seats, obser- 
vers said. In turn. Labor won one seat by only 
96 votes. 

Muldoon said his cabinet would meet 
Monday and he would expect to name a new 
team within two weeks. One cabinet 
member. Works Minister Bill Young, and 
two undersecretaries were among five gov- 
ernment members of parliament to lose their 
seats. 


MANILA, Nov. 29 ( AP) — The death toll 
in the wake of Typhoon Irma which struck 
the Philippines Tuesday has risen to 273 per- 
sons, with 153 more injured and 43 missing, 
the social Welfare Ministry said Sunday. 

Marina Tabamo, the ministry’s social wel- 
fare project supervisor, said the typhoon's 
128- mile- per- hour (220 kph) peak winds 
destroyed or damaged 119,233 houses. 

Mrs. Tabamo said reports on the extent of 
the typhoon's destruction were still incom- 
plete because remote villages isolated by a 
communication breakdown had not been 
heard from. 

Authorities said the hardest-hit area was 
the coastal province of Carnalities Sur where 
several towns were hit by giant waves that 
killed more than 200 villagers. 

Spain seizes toxic oil 

MADRID, Nov. 29 (AFP) — The civil 
guard in western Spain has seized a new load 
of toxic oil and arrested two vendors 
allegedly preparing to ship it to Madrid, reli- 
able sources said here Sunday. 

They said that guardsmen confiscated 
more than two tons of the oil produced by the 
Raelca outside Madrid, a main source of the 
contaminated oil that has left some 200 per- 
sons dead and thousands of others sick since 
May. 

The shipment, contained in five-liter bot- 
tles without labels, was confiscated in the 
town of Logrosan in the province of C ace res, 
the sources said. 


KUALA LUMPUR. Nov. 29 (AFP) — A 
professor of Islamic studies Sunday suggested 
the formation of an association of social sci- 
entists committed to Islam as a first step 
toward introducing Islamic social science cur- 
riculum in Muslim universities. 

To introduce this curriculum, the problem 
of a shortage of staff in Muslim universities 
around the world must be solved, said profes- 
sor Ismail Ai-Faruqi of Temple University, 
Philadelphia. 

In a working paper presented at the Inter- 
nationa] seminar on Islam and social science 
here, Ismafl said the undeniable and most 
crying need of Islamic education was for 
human resources. 

Though there were hundreds of thousands 
of postgraduate degree- holders, few among 
them were even aware of the problem of 


Islamizing the disciplines, he added. Many of 
them were so completely brainwashed by the 
West that they had become committed 
enemies of Islam izarion. 

Ismail said one of the main functions of t he 
association should be to spread and intensify 
awareness of the gravity of the problem in 
Islamizing social science curriculum. 

Indonesia probes graft 

JAKARTA, Nov. 29 (AFP) — Indonesian 
prosecutors are investigating allegations of 
corruption involving more than $1 million of 
state funds, the Amara news 'agency indi- 
cated Sunday. 

Over 30 witnesses are expected to be called 
to give evidence in the cases of two persons 
suspected of corruption involving about 3S6 
million rupiah ($628,000).

The debate as to whether Pakistan should 
have a totally private or public sector 
economy has come to an end, Zia declared.

Bhutto. 

Bhutto followed a policy enlarging the 
public sector. In 1972, he nationalized 32 
industrial units as well as Pakistan-owned 
banks, life insurance companies, edible oil 
firms and shipping lines. Private investment 
declined steeply as a result and Economists 
say there was considerable flight of capital 
abroad. 

Political unrest during his last months in 
power and the uncertainty that followed the 
July 1977 coup swept away much of the 
investment interest that remained. 

Zia has launched a campaign to denational- 
ize some ailing public enterprises in an 
attempt to encourage both foreign and 
domestic businessmen. 

In his speech, Zia acknowledged private 
enterprises u did not have confidence in gov- 
ernment policies.'' A recent American 
investment mission reacted favorably when 
he told it that his regime would ‘patronize’ 
the private sector and that the “country 
would continue to have political stability."

U.S. move 
augurs ill for 
EEC steel 

LONDON, Nov. 29 (R) — With much of 
the world’s steel industry struggling to ride 
out recession, the Reagan administration is 
crossing swords with foreign producers to 
safeguard its home market for American 
companies. 

Charges of unfair trade practices launched 
by Washington threaten the recovery pros- 
pects of the subsidized West European indus- 
try, beset by recession and surplus capacity, 
according to industry analysts. 

They say the U.S. action also poses the risk 
of a worldwide price war as steel mills in 
rapidly developing countries such as South 
Korea and Brazil fight to maintain produc- 
tion in a dismal world market 

Brussels, where policy for Common Mar- 
ket steel is set was alarmed by the news that 
Washington was backing domestic steel pro- 
ducers’ complaints of unfair pricing by fore- 
igners. 

The EEC has labeled as dangerous to free 
trade the decision by the Reagan administra- 
tion to claim formally that France, Belgium. 
Brazil, Romania, and South Africa were sel- 
ling their products below the cost production, 
hurting American steel companies. 

Common Market producers have taken 
advantage of a strong dollar to increase sales 
to U.S. buyers, despite two rounds of price 
increases agreed by the market this year. A 
higher-valued dollar has reduced the cost of 
imported steel for U.S. customers and Com- 
mon Market exports have jumped 21.4 per- 
cent in the first six months of 1981 to 2.4 
million tons. 

For the Europeans, this was the first oppor- 
tunity to boost exports in a long while. 
Exports dropped steeply by 20 percent in 
1980 to 3.9 million tons, only half the level 
two years earlier. 

Just before the Reagan administration set 
its course to challenge the foreign producers, 
the European Economic Community (EEC) 
decided after much internal debate that 
prices next year should rise 12.5 percent to 
aid its hard-pressed steel firms, which have 
had to lay off some 200,000 workers.

Failures on farm front worry Soviet bloc

VIENNA. Nov. 29 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union's confession of crop problems this 
week reflects widespread farm failures in 
Eastern Europe. 

Government targets for wheat, corn or 
other grains failed to be reached m nearly 
every Soviet bloc nation this year, leading to 
open displays of official concern and frank 
criticism of agricultural practices. 

Soviet President Leonid L Brezhnev this 
week acknowledged another poor harvest, 
and criticized Soviet economic planners for 
continued “bitches" and failed economic 
reforms. 

One result of the poor harvests has been 
more emphasis on small private farms in 
some Soviet bloc nations. 

Czechoslovakia, departing from past prac- 
tice. has told private fannere they can sell 
their produce openly, and do not have to pay 
taxes on their earnings. Romania, already 
rationing bread, has urged citizens to plant 
gardens wherever they can. 

“Ideology aside, private plots have always 
been more productive.” said one Western 
diplomat. “There’s likely to be a gradual 
relaxation of the rules regulating them." 
Unfavorable weather and other factors has 
often brought poor harvest for the Soviets 
and their allies. But officials this year seem 
conscious that Poland’s unrest began with 
food shortages. 

“Harvests have been bad before," says 
Wulhelm Kosek. an analyst at the U.S. 
Embassy here. “But with Poland staring at 
everyone, they’ve caused greater worry this 
year!” The concern is demonstrated by the 
added attention given to agriculture in the 
region's state-controlled press in recent 
months. 

In Romania, president and party chief* 
N’kolae Ceausescu has been prominently 
shown in the press touring agricultural areas 
and warning of lax work habits on state and 
cooperative farms. 

In September. Ceausescu called for a 
change of attitude toward farming, which he 
indicated was being looked down upon in 
Romania. He said even high-level agricul- 
tural officials should be made to work on 
farms. 

Czechoslovakia's official press, in what 
diplomats in Prague termed unusually frank 


reports, has complained

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Congress 
OK for 
Arabsat 
ruled out

RIYADH Nov. 29 — The U.S. House of 
Representatives will not approve the sale of 
technology to Arabsat because Us members 
include South Yemen, Lybia, and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, a congressional 
aide told Arab news here Sunday. 

R. Roger Majak, staff director of the 
House Foreign Affairs Subcommittee on 
International Trade and Commerce, said the 
subcommittee had a resolution of disap- 
proval ready when the administration with- 
drew the proposal. 

The proposal would allow Ford Aeros- 
pace, a division of the U.S. auto manufactur- 
ing giant, to provide technology to the French 
firm Aerospatiale which would be used by 
Arabsat. 

Because the type of equipment in question 
is on the International Technology and Arms 
(ITAR) list and is worth more than S7 mil- 
lion. Congress must approve the sale. 

The administration hasn't indicated if or 
when it will resubmit the sale for congres- 
sional approval. Majak said. But when that 
occurs, he said, “ I think there will be substan- 
tial questions in our committee." He noted 
■ that the administration had never consulted 
Congress about the sale. 

The Trade and Commerce Subcommittee 
is responsible for such items as the aid prog- 
ram. arms sales, export controls, tariffe, 
■anti- boycott legislation and foreign corrupt 
practices legislation. 

The main question, Majak said, will be: 
“Could they make any kind of use of it in a 
war or terrorism situation?" The fact that 
similar technology is available from other 
countries doesn't matter to Congress, he 
added. 

American diplomatic sources in Riyadh 
noted that the sale has been in progress for 
several years. The Carter administration vie- 
wed it as a good way to demonstrate that the 
Arab countries are prepared to place their 
self-interest above the boycott of Israel. 

Belgian jobless

BRUSSELS Nov. 29 (AFP) The Belgian 
unemployment kitty has run ou.of money, 
said acting Employment Minister Roger De 
Wulf.

As recession deepens 

U.S. labor faces pay freeze 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AFP) — 
Lower pay rises — and a pay freeze or pay cut 
in some cases — are expected in the United 
States next year, administration and 
economic circles are commenting here. 

The business study body, the Conference 
Board, has forecast that the average rise in 
pay, which was 9.5 percent in 1980 and 1 1.5 
percent at an annual rate in the First nine 
months of this year, is likely to be only 8.8 
percent next year. 

Several major pay contracts are up for 
renewal next year, and already it look as 
though employers will take a particularly 
tough line. Unions are not in strong negotiat- 
ing position against a background of reces- 
sion, 10 million unemployed and company 
financial difficulties. 

They also have to contend with a tough 
Republican administration which was elected 
to office with the help of votes from large 
numbers of ordinary working people. 

The administration is trying to withdrawn 
from economic, social and financial involve- 
ment in industry, and one of its first measures 
was to dismantle the prices and pay council 
created to moderate pay rises on a voluntary 
basis. 

The unions must also take account of the 
fact that workers such as employees of the 
troubled Chrysler auto giant have had to 
accept pay cuts to ensure company survival. 

The overall sacrifice by Chrysler emp- 
loyees last year is estimated at more than 
S600 million. In return, they won some inter- 
est in profits, should Chrysler make any in the 
next few years. 

More recently, employees of six of the 


country's leading airlines have had to accept 
pay reductions of between 3.5 and 10 percent 
for [be same reasons. 

The auto industry has been hardest hit by 
the recession and its managements have 
launched a strong campaign for the progres- 
sive elimination of high salaries which they 
say is rheir main handicap in competing with 
the Japanese. 

They say that a carworker s pay in America 
is SO percent higher than in Japan, and that if 
their two-year losses continue h will be catas- 
trophic. 

Libya, Angola 
sign farm pact 

LISBON. Nov. 29 (R) — Libya and 
Angola have signed two agreements provid- 
ing for bilateral cooperation in agriculture 
and fishing, the Angolan News Agency 
Angop said today. 

The agreements signed in Luanda Friday 
after a week of talks between Libyan Plan- 
ning Minister Moussa Ahmad Abu-Furayah 
and Angolan Finance Minister Ismael Mar- 
tins. Angop added. The two ministers also 
discussed the possibility of signing future 
bilateral agreements in the fields of oil, heavy 
industry. mining and culture. Angop said. 

The Libyan planning minister was visiting 
Angola in the context of efforts to strengthen 
links of freidnship and cooperation between 
the two countries, Angop said. 

Angolan President Jose Eduardo Dos San- 
tos visited Tripoli last month. 


OPEC debate 
on pricing 
set Dec. 8 

BAHRAIN', Nov. 29 (R) — Six OPEC oil 
ministers will discuss proposals for a flexible 
oil pricing formula at a special meeting Dec. 8 
in the United Arab Emirates, a senior OPEC 
source in the Gulf said Sunday. 

The six, all members of OPEC s long-term 
strategy committee, will meet the day before a 
full 13-nadon OPEC (Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries) conference in 
Abu Dhabi. 

OPECs President, Indonesian Oil Minis- 
ter Dr. Subroto. said last week in Vienna that 
OPEC was considering proposals for a new 
long-term pricing formula, flexible enough 
to allow real prices to remain stable- or even 
decline in a soft market. 

He added that the strategy probably would 
not be approved at the fuD Abu Dhabi meet- 
ing but might be completed before a current 
OPEC price freeze expired at the end of next 
year. 

An original pricing formula included in 
OPECs draft long-term strategy for the 
19S0s would have raised the real price of oil 
by an estimated two to three percent a year 
regardless of the state of the market 

Saudi Arabian OD_ Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani last weekend chaired a meeting of 
long-term strategy committee experts in Vie- 
nna, but he was the only minister taking part 
The committee consists of Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait. Algeria, IranMxaq and Venezuela. 




Riyal deposit rates stay firm

JEDDAH, Nov. 29 — With the Euro- 
pean markets closed Sunday, local dealers 
left early by noon complaining of lack of 
business. Riyal interest rates were mostly 
dealt in the short periods — under three 
months, with the majority of transactions 
under the one- month tenor. Riyal rates 
held stable in general, but there were mixed 
opinions in the market as to now riyal 
deposit rates would open Monday when the 
European markets re-opened. 

Short-term riyal deposits held steady on 
Sunday, re venting slightly the abrupt falls 
seen on Saturday. Week fixed deposits were 
quoted at 4-5 percent back to last week’s 
levels while on Saturday there had been 
virtually no bidders in this tenor. Hie one- 
month JIBOR bid-offer rate was quoted at 
6f£-7 percent compared with Saturday's 
6-6 Vz percent levels, while one-year riyal 
was quoted for informationai purposes only 
at II vi- 12 *- , 4 -percent. On Saturday the 
year- fixed deposit had been quoted at 
11-12 percent. 

Dealers pointed out, however, that trad- 


ing was generally thin and quotes were , 
“wide", indicating a continuing nervous- 
ness on where exactly riyal rates were now 
heading. As in the case of their European j 
counterparts, local dealers were caught -in i 
the middle of the sudden drop in the value j 
of the American currency in the New York 
markets Friday closing. The most pessimis- 
tic expectations had been for a slightly 
stable dollar given the lack of money supply, 
figures from America. Asit was, Eurodollar 
deposit rates continued to more erratically, 
thus affecting local rates. 

On the. local exchange markets, spot 
riyal/ dollar rates were quoted widely with 
hardly any interest shown for the buying of 
the American currency. Jeddah operators 
said the rate opened at 3.41 80-90 levels, 
but by midday Sunday it had reached 
3.41 60-90 levels indicating a lack of dealing 
interest. Normally, the narrower the “quot- 
ing range" the more active b the market and' 
the more professional in the dealer. In the 
Saudi Arabian market, however, wide 
quotes are common and this is not a reflec- 
tion on the dealing abilities of the local ban- 
kers but simply due to a lack of depth m the 
market. 


China to amend foreign trade law 


Capitalist rumblings gather pace in Russia 


MOSCOW, Nov. 29 f AFP) — The possi- 
bility that Soviet ideologists are about to 
approve private initiative and reintroduce 
elements of capitalism have been raised by an 
article in the official review Socialism in 
Theory and Practice. 

The article was a plea on behalf of agricul- 
ture, small businesses and private commerce. 

By means of a study of Lenin's 1921 new 
economic policy (NEP), which reintroduced 
the private sector to the Soviet Union, the 
review praised the positive aspects of capital- 
ist enterprises of limited size, provided that 
they work in the same direction as general 
state policy. 

The review recalled that the NEP resulted 
in a marked improvement of supplies to 
towns in 1923 and to rapid recovery of 
agricultural production. 

The supply of food to towns has become a 
problem once again, and the review sug- 
gested that private enterprise in agriculture is 
not sacrilege so long as“the land remains the 
property of the state, because thb is a legal 
and political obstacle to the development of 
capitalism”. 

The article appeared as a major re- 
examination of the socialist economy in the 
Soviet Union is taking place because the sys-

tern is in serious difficulties. 

The review suggested that it is possible to 
“combine private interest and its control by 
the state to subordinate private interests to 
the general interest", particularly through 
co-operatives. 

The NEP was marked by great success in 
commerce, the review said, adding that 
“thanks to the legislation of private com- 
merce. tens of thousands of shops, boutiques, 
cafes and restaurants appeared". Explaining 
this vitality, the review said that “traders 
prospered because of their experience, 
because they were astute, and because they 
had a spirit of initiative". 

In 1923 more than 8U percent of retail 
trade turnover was carried out by private 
shops, and “the state was unable to compete 
with them", the review admitted. The writer 
also recalled that a legal capitalist sector then 
appeared among small industries. Praising 
this development, the review said “it solved 
the shortage of goods”. 

The writer was apparently expressing a 
train of thought which is gathering momen- 
tum in the Soviet Union, arguing that legal- 
ization of a limited capitalist sector did not 
threaten the regime because “the state had 
assured control of the private sector".. 


The review said the NEP experiment was 
abandoned despite its results because of mis- 
givings by some members of the Communist 
Party. “This was explained because they 
wanted to go to the end of the road, it was 
because of the “political intransigence," the 
review wrote. 

Observers have read this analysis in the 
light of recent statements by President 
Leonid Brezhnev condemning economic mis- 
takes and calling for initiative and toughness. 

Economic questions are not at the center of 
ideological debate here and some question- 
ing of fundamental principles is being heard, 
even though it is slow and discreet The presi- 
dent's criticism singled out the planning 
mechanism which was the basis of the all-out 
socialism which followed the NEP. 

There is no expectation of spectacular and 
fundamental re- orientation, but Sovier 
expens are looking for a new type of 
economic development and management 
which would be more dynamic and modern. 
The state has already said that it would 
encourage private agriculture with a return to 
individual allotments for co-operative far- 
mers. It seems clear that the debate' is just 
beginning. . , .

Foreign business interests, particularly in 
the United States, are likely to focus on a new 
law on taxing foreign companies that is due to 
be passed. 

U .S. Oil companies considering bidding for 
right to exploit Chinese offshore oil resources 
are worried that the taxes they would pay in 
China might not be credited against their tax 
liabilities at home.

Jahangir topples Hunt 


, TORONTO, Nov. 29 (R) — Seventeen- 
year-old prodigy Jahangir Khan of Pakistan

- in the final of the World Championship 
Saturday night.

Hunt, winner of the Open a record eight 
times — six of them in successive years 
j uncharacteristically argued with the referee 
; on his way to winning the opening game. He 
; also gave away two points cheaply at the end 
; of the second and third games before fighting 
.. hard throughout the fourth. 

The Melbourne player finally emerged 
! from the match a gallant loser and was quick 
to pay tribute to a youngster who could now 
dominate squash well into the next decade. 
“ He plays hard, does not complain and he’s 
. probably the greatest player I have ever 
,• met," said Hunt. 


Although family-man Hunt now limbs his 
tournament appearances be again dismissed 
any suggestion of retirement. “I will be back, 
so he had better watch out," said Hunt who 
claimed his frist open victory 13 years ago. 

Jahangir, latest in a long line of squash 
players produced by the famous Khan family 
rose from obscurity two years ago when he 
captured the World Amateur title as a 15- 
year-old. 

Hunt, twice Jahangir's age, must have 
known his days as undisputed world No. 1 
were fast expiring when his deceptively frail- 
looking rival took him to four punishing 
games in the London final of the British Open 
in April. 

The Australian dug deep into his reserves 
to claim the Open for an unsurpassed eighth 
time. He knew fully well that he could only 
mark time while Jahangir improved over the 
following seven months.

Aussies flog Pakistan attack 

Chappell comers limelight 


BRISBANE, Australia, Nov. 29 (AP) — 
Australian captain Greg Chappell inscribed 
his fourth double century when he made 201 
against Pakistan at the Brisbane Cricket 
ground Sunday. 

Chappell's effort led Australia to a first 
innings total of 468 for six on a ra in- 
shortened third day of the' second Cricket 
Test against Pakistan. 

Chappell batted for 417 minutes and -hit 
22 fours before falling to a catch by Zaheer in 
Sikandef s third over. Sarfraz had dropped 
Chappell, then 187, in a straight forward 
caught and bowled chance. That was the only 
chance the Australian captain had given. 

Australia began the day at 282 for three 
with Chappell (89) and Kim Hughes (26) 
ready to launch their team's assault But 
Imran was able to cut short the stay of the 
in-form Hughes with a perfect delivery that 
leapt between bat and pad to lay back the 
Australian vice-captain’s off stump. 

Hughes had been unable to show his best 
form and his 28 runs had come in 1-07 minutes 
without a four. Newcomer Dirk Wellham, a 
century-maker in his only previous Test, 
remained unsteady throughout his 36 runs in 
144 minutes. But his skipper was full of praise 
for the promising young New South Wales 
batsman. 

Wellham and ChappeD added 131 in 144 
minutes for the fifth-wicket, the most produc- 
tive stand of the innings. 

ChappeD carried on unto he was dismissed 
30 minutes before tea but he never tried to 
take the Pakistan attack apart despite his long 
innings. At tea, when play was halted. Rod 
Marsh was on 27 and Bruce Yardley (1) had 
just come to the wicket. 

Imran was once again Pakistan's spearhead 
and he never stopped trying throughout his 
34 overs which gave him excellent figures of 
three for 74. 

Young bowler Sikander, who took Chap- 
pen's wicket, had one for 81 but Sarfraz was 
found a wain ting, failing to take a wicket fro m 
Ins 29 overs which cost 97 runs. Pakistan’s 
other wicket-takers were Ejaz with one for 


76 and Raja who h ad one for 68. 

Imran never wilted during his 34 overs in 
oppressive heat and bis figures over- 
shadowed his colleagues. ”1 felt my knees 
starting to go at one stage,” Imran said. “It 
was very hot and there was nothing in the . 
pitch for the bowlers.” 

Before the start of play ChappeD had said: 
“I will let ray bat ■ do the talking,'’ after critics 
pointed to his meagre total of 48 runs in five 
innings leading 1 -up to the Test. 

When his 200 came Chappell waved to 
section of the crowd where his family, includ- 
ing seven-year-old son Stephen were watch- 
ing." He gave me a few coaching lessons,” the 
Australian skipper joked later. 

The Australian captain said he would bat 
on into thp fourth day when play resumed 
Monday in tbs hope of avoiding Australia 
batting a second time. “If we can build up a 
sizeable total it will allow Bruce Yardley to 
have a long bowling spell on a wearing pitch,” 
Chappell said. 

Pakistan’s captain Javed Miandad used 
eight bowlers in an effort to unseat the 
Australians. But apart from Imran there was 
no penetration and some of the team seemed 
to lose heart as Chappells score continued to 
mount.

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U.S.-Soviet Euromissile talks begin today Poland seeking power 
Tough bargain forecast Focus falls on weapons to proclaim emergency 


to save European cities with range of 5,000 kms 


GENEVA. Nov. 29 (R) — U.S. and Soviet 
negotiating teams met separately Sunday to 
prepare for Monday’s opening of talks aimed 
at scrapping or limiting European-based 
nuclear missiles. 

Both sides forecast tough but serious bar- 
gaining in the first-ever attempt to control 
medium-range weapons capable of devastat- 
ing densely populated cities throughout 

Europe. 

U.S. and Soviet officials said the talks were 
highly complex and that months may be 
needed even to settle precisely what types of 
weapons are to be discussed. 

When veteran U.S. negotiator Paul Nitze 
and Soviet chief delegate Yuli kvitsinsky 
meet, they will be launching the first super- 
power arms negotiations since President 
Ronald Reagan look office III months. ago. 

American officials said lower-ranking dip- 
lomats were in touch Saturday night to fix a 
time for the first session, to be held at the 
Soviet mission to the United Nations in 
Geneva. 

But there were no plans tor further con- 
tacts Sunday or for Nitze and Kvitsinsky to 
meet in advance of the opening session at 1 1 
a.m. (1UUU GMT) Monday. 

Officials said the first encounter would 
probably be limited to procedural details, 
with the two sides unlikely to set out their 
initial positions until Tuesday. Vleetings 
would probably alternate between the Soviet 
and U.S. missions, they said. 

Nitze traveled to Hamburg Saturday for a 
briefing from Chancellor Helmut Schmidt on 
the Soviet negotiating position as set out by 
President Leonid Brezhnev on a visit to West 
Germany last week. 

Schmidt told the American negotiator he 
was convinced that Moscow wanted to secure 
an arms deal, and Nitze pledged the United 
States was ready for “intensive, constructive 
and uninterrupted” talks. 

On his arrival here Friday, Nitze said the 
U.S. stance would be reasonable but tough in 
what is expected to be the hardest bargaining 
in 12 years of U.S.-Soviet arms talks. 

Kvitsinsky said Saturday the Soviet Union 
was ready for the "complete renunciation by 
both sides...of all types of medium-ranee 
nuclear arms in Europe". But he stressed that 
Moscow wanted radical reductions by “both 
West and East ”, a hint taken to mean he is 
under orders to press for British and French 
missiles to be counted as well as American 
warheads. 

Brezhnev last week rejected a “zero 
option" offer by President Reagan to halt 
plans for the deployment of U.S. Pershing- 2 
and Cruise missiles in Western Europe if 
Moscow dismantles all its SS-20. SS-4 and 
SS-5 launchers. 

The American missiles are to be sited from 
late 1983 in five countries — Belgium. Bri- 
tain, West Germany. Italy and the Nether- 
lands — and the NATO alliance has said the 


plans will go ahead unless missile cuts are 
agreed by that time. Schmidt has warned the 
Soviet Union that it must agree to the zero 
option or other reductions if it wants to stop 
the NATO deployments, a prime Soviet 
objective. 

Although Brezhnev has turned down the 
total ban on major European-based 
medium-range systems proposed by Reagan, 
he has said Moscow will be ready to dismantle 
" hundreds” of rockets if a deal can be struck. 

If the Pershings and Cruises are deployed, 
the United Slates will be able to strike at key 
Soviet centers — including the Kremlin — for 
the first time from land bases in Europe. At 
present the United States can hit these bases 
only with intercontinental ballistic missiles 
based in America or carried on board U.S. 
ships, submarines and aircraft. 


GENEVA. Nov. 2Q{ Agencies) — At the 
center of the talks opening here Monday 
between the United States and the Soviet 
Union to scale down their respective nuclear 
arsenals in the European theater are 
medium-range ballistic missiles with a range 
of 1.000 kms to 5.000 km. Thev are: 

— The 250 SS-20s counted by U.S. satel- 
lite reconnaissance. They include about 175 
targeted on Western Europe, and 75 aimed at 
China. The Ltaited Slates says all should be 
scrapped. Some Western estimates put the 
total at about 270- The SS-20 carries three 
J 50- kilo ton warheads, is highly mobile, and 
can hit almost all major cities in Western 
Europe.

Schmidt favors compromise 


COLOGNE. West Germany, Nov. 29 
(Agencies) — West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt Sunday urged that both 
sides in the Soviet- American talks on the 
reduction of their nuclear arsenals in 
Europe should build mutual confidence by 
taking the so-called zero option — with- 
drawal of all medium-range missiles from 
the region. 

Interviewed by a Cologne radio station. 
Schmidt said that in his meetings with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev in Bonn 
last week he neither “would nor could” 
allay Kremlin anxiety over the scheduled 
deployment of Cruise and Pershing-2 mis- 
siles in Western Europe late in 1983. 

"The anxiety is on both sides, however." 
Schmidt said — and they could free them- 
selves of it by mutualy assuming ihe zero 
option. The chancellor emphasized that no 
compromise could be expected at Geneva 
"if both parties maintain their initial posi- 
tions." “Positions will naturally have to be 
altered." he said. “This is similar to the 
positions of wage negotiations between 
trade unions and employers." 

Schmidt said: " Compromises can only be 
achieved on the basis of clear positions. 
Someone who goes to the negotiating table 


with an unclear position cannot expect .... to 
reach a compromise." 

Schmidt said he believed West German 
statements had strongly impressed the 
Soviet Union with the West's earnest desire 
for_ negotiations. He stressed the impor- 
tance his ; government laid on a successful 
outcome of the Geneva talks and said West 
Germany would exercise strong pressure to 
ensure serious negotiations. 

In Bonn, where the missile debate has 
caused some deep cracks in government 
unity, politicians of all major parlies wel- 
comed the talks. Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher. leader of Schmidt's 
coalition partners the Free Democrats, cal- 
led Monday an "historic date ” 

The chancellor has threatened to resign if 
his Social Democratic Party repudiates the 
NATO plan, which calls for both deploying 
the missiles and negotiaingwith the Soviets. 

On Sunday Pope John Paul II said at 
Vatican City he had sent messages to Presi- 
dents Ronald Reagan and Leonid Brezhnc c 
"to encourage mutual efforts of goodwill" 
at the Geneva parley. He said millions of 
people in the world are following the talks 
with “anxious expectation." 


Yuli Kvitsinsky — an able negotiator 


MOSCOW, Nov. 29 ( R) — Yuli Alek- 
sandrovich Kvitsinsky. who will head the 
Soviet team at the Geneva talks, has wide 
experience of negotiating with the West as 
well as a reputation for toughness and will. 
The career pattern of the Polish born dip- 
lomat leaves no doubt that he is a man of 
exceptional ability. 

To be chosen to negotiaii- missile cuts 
with the United States at the age of 45 is a 
remarkable achievement in a political sys- 
tem run by men in their 60s and 70s. The 
man he will si; opposite in Geneva. Paul 
Nitze, is nearly vears his senior at 74. 


Kvitsinsky was only 34 when he was first 
selected foT a Soviet negotiating ’.earn. Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko sent him to 
Berlin to help fashion the 1971 four- power 
agreement on the status of the city, then a 
focus of East- West tension. 

The accord bridged irreconcilable differ- 
ences between East and West on the status 
of the divided city. 

For the past three years Kvitsinsky 
served as No. 2 at the Soviet Embassy in 
Bonn, where diplomats say he was regarded 
with a mixture of fear and respect.

U.S. negotiators say if a zero option dis- 
mantling cannot be achieved, they want cuts 
to the “lowest possible levels." They say the 
talks would be unnecessarily complicated if 
other categories of weapons were included 
from the start. They want the others to be 
discussed in later phases. 

Brezhnev has indicated he will seek cuts 
also: 

— Lf.S. forward-based systems including 
1 70 missile-carrying F-l 1 1 bombers based in 
Br itain. 300 Phantoms based in several 
European countries. 60 A-6 and A-7 planes 
on carriers in (he Mediterranean, and 40 
Poseidon missiles on submarines. 

— 180 older Pershing-1 missiles in West 
Germany. 

The Soviet leader has hinted he may also 
seek some kind of tradeoff against about 230 
British and French missiles which NATO 
says should be treated separately. 

The West says Moscow has a huge advan- 
tage — 1,100 warheads on SS-2l/s. SS-4sand 
SS-5s against only 572 medium-range U.S. 
missiles still to be deployed. 

Brezhnev insists there is rough parity but 
counts only nuclear launchers, not warheads- 
— 986 for NATO, 975 for Moscow ^The 
United States says this conns is selective ad 
misleading, because it omits some Soviet 
*ypes t hat should be counted and adds others 
on the Western side that are either shorter- 
range or should be included among strategic 
weapons. 

If Moscow wants other systems to be 
covered by the talks, tbe United States has 
hinted it will press for inclusion of: 45 long- 
range Soviet backfire bombers. 350 Soviet 
Blinder and Badger aircraft. 30 Soviet Golf 
class submarines based in the Baltic, perhaps 
also newer SS-22s and SS-23s. 

Separate Li.S.-Soviet talks on strategic sys- 
tems are expected to begin in February or 
March, probably also in Geneva. They will 
deal chiefly with intercontinental missiles. 

The United Stales wants these later talks to 
be called “START" for strategic arms reduc- 
tion talks, replacing two earlier series of 
“SALT’ (strategic arms limitation) negotia- 
tions between 1969 and 1979. The 1979 
S£LT II treaty bas not been ratified by the 
United States. 

Hondurans vote 
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W • German youth said pessimistic for civilian rule 
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BONN, Nov. 29 (AFP) — West German 
youth — an estimated three million — are 
reportedly pessimistic about the future and 
uneasy about certain wide issues like world 
peace and ecology. This mood may account 
partially for recent mass demonstrations as 
well as growing hostility to established 
authority. 

Such are the conclusions of a voluminous 
report, drawn up by the Ministry for the Fam- 
ily. Youth and Health, called Youth in West 
Germany - Revolt or Refusal. For the pur- 
poses of this report, youth was defined as the 
14-24 age group. 

Antje Huber, the minister, refuses to paint 
a dramatic picture of West German youth. 
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but admits that a growing number of young 
peopie in this country do not feel any links 
with the last generation and its views. 

In fact, a mere 1 3 percent of young people 
felt that the present government represented 
their interests, according to a recent public 
opinion poll. 

The report said that young people who 
could not. after ail. remember either the war 
years or even the Cold War period afterward, 
were nevertheless worried by peace, housing 
and ecology issues. The majority (48 percent) 
of German youth fear a "somber” future, 
while 42 percent are "confident" about it. 

Other fact« to emerge showed that an 
enormous 95 percent could not see how war 
could be made impossible: 80 percent fore- 
saw a shortage of raw materials, economic 
crises aand famine: TS percent diJ not believe 
there would be more social and class equality; 
76 percent thought that technical and chemi- 
cal progress is going to destroy the environ- 
ment. 

The report showed young people having 
little interest in current political issues, about 
which they are rather skeptical, and becom- 
ing more and more unconventional in out- 
look. The youthful militants are not very 
• numerous — 93 percent of young people are 
against violence, even in a last resort. 

Most of them i 82 percent! believe that it is 
"urgent" lobring in reforms to safeguard the 
environment. The report noted that youth's 
next main worry was that of unemployment, 
and urged: A greater effort be made to train 
young people, legislation to bring in higher 
safety norms in factories and equality of job 
opportunities for men and women. 

The report suggested that it was “prefer- 
able” not to ignore the growing importance 
of the pacifist movement, and especially not 
to indulge in craply criticism. On the con- 
trary. it said, the government should explain 
to young people West Germany' s military 
role in the Western alliance, and its limita- 
tions within this alliance. 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras. Nov. 29 ( R) 
— Hondurans voted Sunday in general and 
presidential elections that will end nearly a 
decade of military rule in this central Ameri- 
can country. 

The polls opened at 6 a.m. (12000 GMT) 
and officials said queues began to form 
shortly afterward at many voting stations. 
Around 85 percent of the 1.5 million regis- 
tered voters were expected to turn out. 
though unseasonally heavy rain in some parts 
of the country might deter people who have 
to travel far. party workers said. 

Iran claims big drive 
in southern battle area 

TEHRAN. Nov. 29 (AFP) — Iran Sunday- 
reported a major drive in the southern battle 
theater of the war. claiming that its forces bad 
reached the Iraqi border in one sector. 

(But in a conflicting report. Iraq said its 
army had penetrated further into Iranian ter- 
ritory on the southern war front, inflicting 
heavy losses on Iron.) 

Radio Tehran said the operation, launched 
at midnight local time ('2030 GMT Saturday), 
culminated with the arrival of Iranian forces 
at the border near Bostan, west of the south- 
ern town of Susangerd in oil-rich Rhuzestan 
province. 

The radio said the push also cut communi- 
cations between Iraqi on the northern and 
southern sections of the front, and took at 
least 500 Iraqi troops prisoner. It gave no 
casualty figures. 

( Bui an Iraqi news agency broadcast, mon- 
itored in Beirut, said “the Iraqi armed forces 
are making a new advance into the interior of 
Iran following violent battles in the southern 
sector of the front, during which the Iranian 
enemy registered heavy losses.” 

(The repart, quoting a correspondent on 
the front, said the Iraqi defenses, and forced 
the cnemv to retreat.") 


WARSAW. Nov. 29 ( R) — The Polish 
parliament (Sejm) is expected to be sum- 
moned into session in the next few days to 
debate drastic legislation to combat the coun- 
try’s political and economic crisis, well 
informed sources said Sunday. 

The Sejm would be convened to consider 
what amounts to an order from the ruling 
Communist Party to grant the government 
special power* which could include an out- 
right ban on strikes and imposition of a state 
of emergency. 

The party's central committee said in a 
resolution adopted Saturday night after a 
two- day meeting that extraordinary powers 
were indispensable to counter destructive 
actions which threatened the very existence 
of Poland. 

The resolution did not spell out the precise 
nature of the emergency powers but it recal- 
led that successive appeals for an end to 
strikes had been ignored and followed calls 
for a strike ban from party leader Wojciech 
Jaruzelski and other speakers. The Sejm was 
twice held back from a ban since Polish work- 
ers won the right to strike in their August 
1980 labor revolt. 

But the wording of the central committee 
resolution appeared to give Communist 
deputies, who bold an unassailable majority 
in the Sejm, little option. 

It said:“Thecentral committee considers it 
necessary to equip the government with the 
authority needed effectively to counter des- 
tructive actions that are ruining the country 
and its economy, threatening the Socialist 
state, order and public security.” 


“In this connection the committee makes 
Communist deputies duty-bound to move for 
the immediate initiation of legislation on 
extraordinary measures to protect citizens 
and state." 

The resolution stressed again the ruling 
party's commitment to encouraging the Sol- 
idarity free trade union and other forces io 
join a front of national accord. But main 
speakers at the plenum made clear that they 
would never tolerate the loss of Communist 
supremacy in Poland. 


i Allen wants 
to be relieved 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 29 ( AFP) — 
Richard Allen, national security adviser to 
President Ronald Reagan said Sundav 
that he asked to be relieved of his duties 
during a federal investigation into possible 
misconduct. 

Allen said in a televised interview that 
Reagan understood his decision and 
added that he hoped to return to his post 
after the inquiry by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation is completed. 

The probe concerns Allen's receipt of 
$1,000 from a Japanese magazine that, 
according to the official account here, was 
to thank the president's wife Nanev Iot 
granting an interview early this year. The 
investigation also concerns Allen's rela- 
tionship with Japanese businessmen. 


Army alerted in Indian state 


NEW DELHI Nov. 29 (Agencies) — 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's government 
alerted army troops and deployed paramilit- 
ary and armed police Sunday alone major 
highways in India' s Assam state on the eve of 
a 12-hour road blockade agitation, the 
United, New* of India (UNI) reported. 

The blockade, to begin at 5.00 a.m. Mon- 
day. has been called by leaders of a powerful, 
student-led movement to press their two- 
year-old demands for the expulsion of mil- 
lions of alleged aliens from the northeastern 
state. 

The agitators staged a 36 -hour crippling 
statewide general strike Nov. 19 and 20 after 
failure of another round of talks with Mrs. 
Gandhi's government on settlement of their 
demands. One striker was shot to death by 
police during the strike. 

Agitators leaders appealed to Assamese 
Sunday to squat on highways and bring road 
traffic to a halt, UNI said. Tbe state govern- 
ment. meanwhile, wanted that it will take 
stern action against blockade rs. 

UNI reported that a bomb explosion dam- 


aged a wooden bridge on the state' s main, 
highway Sunday morning near Nowgong. 
600 kms northeast of Calcutta. In another 
bomb blast, a government-owned bus was 
damaged but nobody was injured at Now- 
gong, the news agency said. 

In an unrelated development, at least three 
persons were killed in a bomb explosion Sun- 
day inside a Sikh gurdwara (place of worship; 
in Amritsar, in the northern border state of 
Punjab, tbe Press Trust of India reported. 
Police, confirming that there had been 
deaths, said the exact toll was not known, the 
agency said. Tbe explosion brought dosn .i 
major pan of the place, the reports added. 

The gurdwara is the headquarters of 34- 
year-old Sikh leader Jamail Singh Bhin- 
dranwale. arrested early last month in con- 
nection with his alleged involvement in the 
killing of a 82-year-old journalist who was 
opposing the extremist Sikh groups' demand 
for creation of a Sikh homeland. 

His arrest led to the killing of at least 12 
persons in police firing and mob attacks. He 
was later released uncondition all v. 
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
